reference, and respectfully state as follows: 
BACKGROUND 


1. Holdco (together with the other Debtors and Holdco’s Non-Debtor 


Subsidiaries, the “Company’’) and its non-Debtor affiliate Genesis Global Trading, Inc. (“GGT”)

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provide lending and borrowing, spot trading, derivatives and custody services for digital assets and 
fiat currency. The Debtors engage in lending, borrowing and certain trading services, while the 
Non-Debtor Subsidiaries engage in derivatives, custody and most of the Company’s trading 
services. Holdco is a sister company of GGT and 100% owned by Digital Currency Group, Inc. 
(“DCG”). 

2: On January 19, 2023, each of the Debtors filed a voluntary petition for relief 
under chapter 11 of the Bankruptcy Code (the date of such filing, the “Petition Date”). The Debtors 
are operating their businesses as debtors-in-possession under sections 1107(a) and 1108 of the 
Bankruptcy Code. The Debtors’ Chapter 11 Cases have been consolidated for procedural purposes 
only and are jointly administered pursuant to Bankruptcy Rule 1015(b), ECF No. 37. No trustee 
or examiner has been appointed in the Chapter 11 Cases. On February 3, 2023, an official 
committee of unsecured creditors (the “Committee”’) was appointed in these cases, ECF No. 55. 

2: Additional information regarding the Debtors’ business, capital structure 
and the circumstances leading to the commencement of these Chapter 11 Cases is set forth in the 
First Day Declarations. 

JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

4. The United States Bankruptcy Court for the Southern District of New York 
(the “Court’’) has jurisdiction to consider this matter pursuant to 28 U.S.C. §§ 157 and 1334 and 
the Amended Standing Order of Reference from the United States District Court for the Southern 
District of New York dated January 31, 2012 (Preska, C.J.). Venue is proper pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 
§§ 1408 and 1409. This matter is a core proceeding pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 157(b). The statutory 
predicates for the relief requested herein are sections 501 and 502 of the Bankruptcy Code, as 
supplemented by Bankruptcy Rules 2002, 3002 and 3003(c)(3), Local Rule 3003-1 and the 


Guidelines. 
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RELIEF REQUESTED 


a By this Application, the Debtors seek entry of an order, substantially in the 


form of Exhibit F attached hereto (the “Proposed Order’’), (i) establishing May 22, 2023 at 4:00 


p.m., Eastern Time, as the general bar date by which certain creditors must file proofs of claim 


in the Chapter 11 Cases (the “General Bar Date”’); (ii) establishing the bar date by which a proof 


of claim relating to the Debtors’ rejection of executory contracts and unexpired leases must be 
filed as the later of (a) the General Bar Date, or (b) any date the Court may fix in the applicable 
order authorizing such rejection and, if no such date is provided, thirty-five days from the entry of 


such an order by this Court (the “Rejection Bar Date”); (111) establishing the bar date by which a 


proof of claim arising from an amendment to the Debtors Schedules (as defined below) must be 


filed (or, if previously filed, be amended) (the “Amended Schedule Bar Date’’) as the later of (a) 


the General Bar Date or (b) thirty-five days after the date that notice of the amendment is served 
on the affected claimant; (iv) establishing the bar dates by which governmental units, as defined 


in section 101(27) of the Bankruptcy Code, must file a proof of claim related to any prepetition 


claim against the Debtors (the “Governmental Bar Date” and, collectively with the General Bar 
Date, the Rejection Bar Date and the Amended Schedule Bar Date, the “Bar Dates”) as July 18, 
2023 at 4:00 p.m., Eastern Time; (v) approving tailored proof of claim forms to be distributed to 


creditors; (vi) approving the Debtors’ proposed notice of the Bar Dates (the “Bar Date Notice’’) 


and the Gemini Bar Date Notice (as defined below); (vii) approving mailing and publication 
procedures with respect to the Bar Date Notice Package (as defined below); and (viii) providing 


certain supplemental relief.

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BASIS FOR RELIEF 
A. Establishment of Bar Dates 
6. All parties whose claims are “not scheduled or scheduled as disputed, 


contingent, or unliquidated” must file a proof of claim by the bar date in order to “be treated as a 
creditor with respect to such claim for the purposes of voting and distribution.” Fed. R. Bankr. P. 
3003(c)(2). Bankruptcy Rule 3003(c)(3) further provides that “[t]he court shall fix ... the time 
within which proofs of claim or interest may be filed.” Fed. R. Bankr. P. 3003(c)(3). 

ds Section 502(b)(9) of the Bankruptcy Code provides that the “claim of a 
governmental unit shall be timely filed if it is filed before 180 days after the date of the order for 
relief or such later time as the Federal Rules of Bankruptcy Procedure may provide.” 11 U.S.C. 
§ 502(b)(9); see Fed. R. Bankr. P. 3002(c)(1) (same). 

8. The Guidelines require that all requests for orders establishing deadlines for 
filing proofs of claims conform substantially to the standard form of order and notice as set forth 
in the Guidelines. 

9. The Debtors now seek to establish the Bar Dates to determine what claims 
may be asserted against the Debtors. Fixing the Bar Dates will provide certainty to all parties in 
interest and will enable the Debtors to proceed with timely and effective noticing of the Bar Dates. 

General Bar Date 

10. As set forth in the Proposed Order, attached hereto as Exhibit F, the Debtors 
request that any entity (“Entity”)* that asserts a claim (as defined in section 101(5) of the 
Bankruptcy Code) against the Debtors that arose prior to the Petition Date (such asserted claim, 


a “Prepetition Claim’’), except those Entities listed in paragraph 13, be required to file a signed

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form evidencing written proof of such Prepetition Claim, substantially in the form of the proof of 
claim forms tailored to these cases and attached hereto as Exhibit A (the “Claim Form’’) or Official 
Form No. 410,° with any supporting documentation as indicated on the Claim Form (the Claim 
Form and supporting documents, together, a “Proof of Claim’) so as to be received on or before 
the applicable Bar Date (i) electronically at https://restructuring.ra.kroll.com/genesis/EPOC-Index 
in accordance with the instructions for filing Proofs of Claim electronically or (ii) by either mail 
or delivery by hand, courier or overnight service to Genesis Inc. Claims Processing Center, c/o 
Prime Clerk LLC (now known as Kroll Restructuring Administration), 850 3rd Avenue, Suite 412, 
Brooklyn, NY 11232 (the “Claims Docketing Center”). 

11. The Proposed Order provides that Proofs of Claim submitted by e-mail, 
facsimile, telecopy or electronic means other than the Case Website will not be accepted, and the 
Debtors request that the Court order that all Proofs of Claim be deemed timely submitted only if 
actually submitted to the Case Website or actually received by the Claims Docketing Center on or 
before the applicable Bar Date. 

12. Except as provided below, the General Bar Date would apply to all Entities 
holding Prepetition Claims (whether secured, unsecured priority, or unsecured nonpriority), 
including, for the avoidance of doubt and without limitation, the following: 

(a) creditors whose Prepetition Claims arise out of the rejection of executory 


contracts or unexpired leases by the Debtors effective prior to the entry 
of the Proposed Order;

The Gemini Master Claim 

1S. Prior to the Petition Date, Debtor Genesis Global Capital, LLC (“GGC’’) 


engaged in borrowing activities with certain Gemini Trust Company, LLC (“Gemini”) users that 


elected to provide loans to GGC (the “Gemini Earn Program”). Through the Gemini Earn 
Program, a subset of Gemini’s users (each a “Gemini Lender’) agreed to lend certain of their 
digital assets at Gemini to GGC (the “Gemini Borrowings”) in exchange for the return of such 
digital assets upon request or at the expiration of a specified period and the payment by GGC ofa 
loan fee. Under the terms of the relevant master loan agreements (“Gemini MLA”) between GGC, 
Gemini, and each Gemini Lender, the Gemini Lenders appointed Gemini to act as agent in 
connection with the Gemini Borrowings. In turn, GGC received and paid interest on the Gemini 
Lenders’ assets and lent the assets to institutional borrowers. As of the Petition Date, there were 
approximately 340,000 Gemini Lenders. 

16. Given the nature of the Gemini Borrowings and Gemini’s appointment as 
agent for each Gemini Lender under the Gemini MLAs, the Debtors, in consultation with Gemini, 


request that the Court authorize and direct Gemini to file a single Proof of Claim on behalf of each

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and all Gemini Lenders on account of all Prepetition Claims for the repayment of the Gemini 
Borrowings (the “Gemini Master Claim’). The Gemini Master Claim shall be filed by Gemini 
pursuant to section 501(a) of the Bankruptcy Code on or before the General Bar Date against GGC 
and/or any other Debtor that Gemini determines may have liability to the Gemini Lenders arising 
from the Gemini Borrowings.'° Any Gemini Lender wishing to assert a Prepetition Claim against 
the Debtors for amounts greater than the Gemini Lender’s Gemini Borrowings in the Gemini Earn 
Program or other Prepetition Claims unrelated to the Gemini Earn Program, shall be required to 
file a Proof of Claim with respect to such Prepetition Claim on or before the General Bar Date, 
unless another exception to the General Bar Date applies. 

17. The Debtors request that the Court authorize the Debtors to serve notice of 
the Bar Dates by serving notice on Gemini and not the individual Gemini Lenders. The Debtors 
also request that the Court authorize and direct Gemini to provide notice of the Bar Dates to the 
Gemini Lenders by posting on the Gemini Earn Program’s website (www.gemini.com/earn), 
supplemented by two e-mails to each Gemini Lender (each, a “Gemini Bar Date Notice”). The 
Gemini Bar Date Notice shall contain a link to and/or attachment of the form annexed hereto as 
Exhibit E and shall provide notice of: (i) the Bar Dates; (ii) Gemini’s obligation, as authorized and 
directed by the Court, to timely file one or more Gemini Master Claim; and (111) the requirement 
that any Gemini Lender wishing to assert a Prepetition Claim against the Debtors for amounts 
greater than the Gemini Lender’s Gemini Borrowings in the Gemini Earn Program or other 


Prepetition Claims unrelated to the Gemini Earn Program, shall be required to file a Proof of Claim

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with respect to such Prepetition Claim on or before the General Bar Date, unless another exception 
to the General Bar Date applies. The Debtors request that the Court direct and authorize that 
Gemini’s dissemination of the Gemini Bar Date Notice as provided for herein satisfies both the 
Debtors’ and Gemini’s notice requirements with respect to the Gemini Lenders. 

18. The Debtors further request that the Court, given the nature of the Gemini 
Earn Program, grant a limited waiver of the requirements of Bankruptcy Rule 3001(c) as to the 
Gemini Master Claim and provide that Gemini shall not be required to publicly disclose underlying 
Gemini Lender information. Accordingly, the Gemini Master Claim will not include the names 
or any contact information for the Gemini Lenders, and it will not specify the Gemini Borrowings 
of any specific Gemini Lender. Gemini has agreed to work with the Debtors to substantiate the 
Gemini Master Claim and eliminate duplicative claims to the extent they are filed by individual 
Gemini Lenders. 

1. The Debtors and Gemini believe that the assertion of one or more Gemini 
Master Claims and notice of the Bar Dates to each Gemini Lender through the Gemini Bar Date 
Notice would be beneficial for all parties-in-interest, including each Gemini Lender. First, as 
provided in the Schedules, the Debtors view only a single borrowing profile from Gemini as agent 
and not any individual borrowing of any individual Gemini Lender. Second, Genesis has 
historically not communicated with the Gemini Lenders; rather, Gemini has solely communicated 
with each Gemini Lender through its user platform. Communications regarding the Gemini Earn 
Program through Gemini’s user platform, electronic mail, and social media are efficient and part 
of its regular course of dealings with the Gemini Lenders. The Debtors do not have firsthand detail 
regarding the identities of or contact information for the Gemini Lenders nor do they know the 


individual amounts of the Gemini Borrowings for each Gemini Lender. Third, by having Gemini 


11 
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submit the Gemini Master Claim, each Gemini Lender can avoid the time and expense of having 
to file an individual claim related to the Gemini Borrowings, instead relying on Gemini to continue 
to act as agent for each Gemini Lender. Gemini, likewise, can avoid the time and expense of 
coordinating with each Gemini Lender to provide it with information necessary to file a claim 
against the Debtors. Finally, requiring the Debtors to serve notice on approximately 340,000 
Gemini Lenders and potentially be required to reconcile each Gemini Lender’s claim, without first 
hand access to individualized information, would result in potential delay and divert significant 
financial and human resources from the Debtors’ efforts to expeditiously exit chapter 11. 

Rejection Bar Date 

20. The Debtors anticipate that certain Entities may assert Prepetition Claims 
in connection with a Debtor’s rejection of executory contracts and unexpired leases pursuant to 
section 365 of the Bankruptcy Code. The Debtors propose that, for any Prepetition Claim relating 
to a Debtor’s rejection of an executory contract or unexpired lease (a “Rejection Damages Claim’’) 
that becomes effective after entry of the Proposed Order, the Rejection Bar Date for such Rejection 
Damages Claim shall be the later of (1) the General Bar Date and (ii) any date the Court may fix 
in the applicable order authorizing such rejection and, if no such date is provided, thirty-five days 
from the date of entry of such an order by this Court. 

21. The Debtors request that Entities asserting a Rejection Damages Claim be 
required to submit a Proof of Claim for payment of any such Rejection Damages Claim 
substantially in the form of the Claim Forms so as to be received on or before the applicable 
Rejection Bar Date (i) electronically through the Case Website in accordance with the instructions 
for submitting Proofs of Claim electronically or (1i) by either mail or delivery by hand, courier, or 


overnight service to the Claims Docketing Center.

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Amended Schedule Bar Date 

Ze The Debtors propose further that they shall retain their rights to (i) dispute 
and/or assert offsets or defenses against any filed Prepetition Claim or any Prepetition Claim listed 
or reflected in the Schedules as to nature, amount, liability, classification or otherwise; 
(ii) subsequently designate any Prepetition Claim as disputed, contingent and/or unliquidated and 
(111) add claims to the Schedules; provided, however, that if the Debtors amend the Schedules to 
reduce the undisputed, noncontingent and liquidated amount, to change the nature or classification 
of a Prepetition Claim reflected therein and/or add a claim to the Schedules, then the affected 
claimant shall have until the Amended Schedule Bar Date (i.e., the later of the General Bar Date 
and thirty-five days after the date that notice of such amendment is served on the affected claimant) 
to file a Proof of Claim or to amend any previously filed Proof of Claim in respect of such amended 
scheduled Prepetition Claim or added claim. Notwithstanding the foregoing, nothing set forth 
herein would preclude the Debtors from objecting to any Prepetition Claim, whether scheduled or 
filed, on any grounds. 

B. Effect of Failure to File by Applicable Bar Date 

23. The Debtors propose that, pursuant to Bankruptcy Rule 3003(c)(2), any 
Entity that is required to file a Proof of Claim pursuant to the Bankruptcy Code, the Bankruptcy 
Rules or the order approving this Application, but that fails to do so in a timely manner, shall be 
forever barred, estopped and enjoined from asserting a Prepetition Claim or 503(b)(9) Claim 
against any of the Debtors (and from filing a Proof of Claim for a Prepetition Claim or a 503(b)(9) 
Claim, as applicable, with respect thereto), and the Debtors and their property shall be forever 
discharged from any and all indebtedness or liability with respect to such Prepetition Claim or 


503(b)(9) Claim. Additionally, any holder of a Prepetition Claim or 503(b)(9) Claim who is 
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required, but fails, to file a Proof of Claim for such Prepetition Claim or 503(b)(9) Claim, as 
applicable, in accordance with the Proposed Order on or before the applicable Bar Date shall not 
be permitted to vote to accept or reject any plan or plans or participate in any distribution in the 
Debtors’ Chapter 11 Cases on account of such Prepetition Claim or 503(b)(9) Claim or to receive 
further notices regarding such Prepetition Claim or 503(b)(9) Claim. 
C. Tailored Claim Forms 

24. The Debtors have prepared the Claim Forms—proof of claim forms tailored 
to these cases—copies of which are attached hereto as Exhibit A. The proposed Claim Forms are 
based on Official Form No. 410. The substantive modifications to the Official Form proposed by 
the Debtors include providing additional instructions on both the front and back of the form, 
requiring holders of Prepetition Claims based on cryptocurrency to list the number of units of 
cryptocurrency associated with the Claim, in lieu of denominating the Claim in United States 
dollars, identifying whether the Prepetition Claim relates to the Gemini Borrowings, and the 
addition of a line for 503(b)(9) Claims. The Debtors propose to deliver to each creditor whose 
Prepetition Claim is listed in the Schedules a personalized form that includes the name of the 
creditor, the identity of the Debtor the Prepetition Claim is scheduled against, the amount and 
classification of the Prepetition Claim, and whether the Prepetition Claim has been scheduled as 
contingent, unliquidated or disputed. The Debtors request that the Court approve the Claim Forms 
and the substantive modifications to Official Form No. 410 in a form substantially conforming to 
the Claim Forms. 

25. In accordance with the Proposed Order, the Debtors request that the Court 
order that each Proof of Claim filed for a Prepetition Claim or a 503(b)(9) Claim, except for a 


Gemini Master Claim, must: (1) be written in English, (11) set forth (A) for any Prepetition Claim 
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based on cryptocurrency, the number and type of units of each cryptocurrency held by the claimant 
as of the Petition Date or (B) solely to the extent a Prepetition Claim is not based on cryptocurrency, 
the amount of such Prepetition Claim denominated in United States dollars; '! (iii) conform 
substantially with the Claim Forms provided by the Debtors or Official Form No. 410, as 
applicable; (iv) be signed by the claimant or by an authorized agent or legal representative of the 
claimant; (v) include supporting documentation unless otherwise consented to by the Debtors in 
writing (e-mail will suffice); and (vi) with respect to an asserted 503(b)(9) Claim, also comply 
with the 503(b)(9) Claims procedures. 


D. Actual Notice of Bar Dates 


Actual Notice of General Bar Date, Governmental Bar Date and the Rejection 


Bar Date 

26. Pursuant to Bankruptcy Rule 2002(a)(7), the Debtors propose to provide 
actual notice of the General Bar Date and the Rejection Bar Date by mailing (1) a notice of the Bar 
Dates (the “Bar Date Notice’) substantially in the form attached hereto as Exhibit B; and (ii) the 
Claim Form (collectively with the Bar Date Notice, the “Bar Date Notice Package”) to the 
following potential parties in interest, wherever located, in accordance with the Order 
Implementing Certain Notice and Case Management Procedures (ECF No. 44, the “Case 
Management Procedures”): 


(a) the Master Service List (as defined in the Case Management Procedures); 


(b) all known holders of Prepetition Claims or 503(b)(9) Claims listed on the 
Schedules at the addresses stated therein; 


(c) all counterparties to executory contracts and unexpired leases listed on 
the Schedules at the addresses stated therein; 


Hy For the avoidance of doubt, all claims for cryptocurrency must clearly indicate (i) each type of cryptocurrency 


held and (ii) the number of units of each cryptocurrency held (which may be done through the table of cryptocurrency 
on the proposed Claim Form). 
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(d) all taxing authorities for locations in which the Debtors do business; 
(e) all regulatory authorities that regulate the Debtors’ businesses; 

(f) the Securities and Exchange Commission; 

(g) all known lienholders; 


(h) all known non-Debtor equity and interest holders of the Debtors as of the 
date the Proposed Order is entered; 


(i) all current and former employees (to the extent that contact information 
for former employees is available in the Debtors’ records); 


(j) all known parties to litigation in which the Debtors are involved as listed 
on the Schedules; 


(k) all of the Debtors’ ordinary course professionals as of the date of entry 
of the Proposed Order; 


(1) the Debtors’ banks; 


(m) all Entities requesting notice pursuant to Bankruptcy Rule 2002 as of the 
date of entry of the Proposed Order; 


(n) all parties that have filed Proofs of Claim in these Chapter 11 Cases as of 
the date of entry of the Proposed Order; and 


(o) all parties included on the creditor matrix filed in these Chapter 11 
Cases!” 


(collectively, the “Bar Date Notice Parties”). 


27. The Debtors further reserve the right, out of an abundance of caution, to 
serve the Bar Date Notice on certain Entities not described above with which, prior to the Petition 
Date, the Debtors had done business or that may have asserted a claim against the Debtors in the 
recent past, except for the Gemini Lenders who shall only be served in the manner described 


herein. 


12 As discussed in paragraphs 17-19, the Proposed Order will also authorize and direct Gemini to provide notice of 


the Bar Dates to the Gemini Lenders in the manner set forth herein. 
- The Debtors will make all reasonable commercial efforts to locate current contact information for the Bar 


Date Notice Parties. 
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28. The proposed Bar Date Notice Package includes the proposed Bar Date 
Notice that notifies the parties of the Bar Dates and contains information regarding who must file 
a Proof of Claim for a Prepetition Claim or a 503(b)(9) Claim, as applicable, the procedures for 
filing a Proof of Claim for a Prepetition Claim or a 503(b)(9) Claim, as applicable, and the 
consequences of failure to timely file a Proof of Claim for a Prepetition Claim or a 503(b)(9) 
Claim, as applicable. 

29. The Debtors request that the Court approve the form and use of the Bar Date 
Notice Package. 

Actual Notice of Amended Schedule Bar Date, As Necessary 

30. If and when the Debtors amend their Schedules to reduce the undisputed, 
noncontingent, and liquidated amount of a Prepetition Claim, to change the nature or classification 
of a Prepetition Claim or to add a claim, the Debtors will provide notice of any such amended or 
added claim, substantially in the form of Exhibit D attached hereto (the “Notice of Amended 
Schedules”), to the affected claimant by serving the affected claimant with the Notice of Amended 
Schedules and a Bar Date Notice Package by e-mail (where available) and via first class mail and 
thereafter filing with the Court a certificate of such service. The Notice of Amended Schedules 
will include information regarding the Amended Schedule Bar Date and how to file a Proof of 
Claim or amend an existing Proof of Claim. 

Sl. The Debtors request that the Court approve this method of notice of the 
Amended Schedule Bar Date. 

E. Timing of Proposed Notice by Mail 
32. Based upon the number of Entities to whom the Debtors propose to provide 


notice, the Debtors, pursuant to Bankruptcy Rules 2002(a)(7), (f) and (/) and the Guidelines, intend 
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to mail the Bar Date Notice Package to all known creditors within five business days of the entry 
of the Proposed Order. With the General Bar Date fixed at May 22, 2023 at 4:00 p.m., Eastern 
Time, this will provide all potential claimants with approximately forty-five days’ notice of such 
Bar Dates. Such notice period is well in excess of the twenty-one day notice period required under 
Bankruptcy Rule 2002(a)(7) and the thirty-five day notice period required under the Guidelines 
and will provide creditors ample time within which to prepare and file Proofs of Claim for 
Prepetition Claims or a 503(b)(9) Claims, as applicable. 

Supplemental Mailings 

33. After the initial mailing occurs as provided for above, the Debtors anticipate 
that they may, in their discretion, make supplemental mailings of the Bar Date Notice Package in 
a number of situations including in the event that (i) Bar Date Notice Packages are returned by the 
post office with forwarding addresses, necessitating a remailing to the new addresses, (ii) certain 
parties acting on behalf of parties in interest decline to pass along Bar Date Notice Packages to 
such parties and instead return their names and addresses to the Debtors for direct mailing and (iii) 
additional potential claimants become known to the Debtors. For holders of claims receiving such 
supplemental mailings, except for entities that are exempt from complying with the applicable Bar 
Dates set forth in this Order, the deadline to file Proofs of Claim, if necessary, shall be the later of 


(a) the applicable Bar Date, or (b) 5:00 p.m. (prevailing Eastern Time) on the date that is 35 days 
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from service of the supplemental mailing of the Bar Date Notice Packages (or another time period 
as may be fixed by the Court). 

34. The Debtors believe that the proposed supplemental mailing of the Bar Date 
Notice Package will serve to preserve the integrity of the Bar Dates and will permit the claims 
process to be completed expeditiously and will ease the administrative burden of these cases. 

F. Assistance of Claims Agent 

a5: To facilitate and coordinate the claims reconciliation and bar date notice 
functions, the Bar Date Notice Package or the Bar Date Notice only, as appropriate, will be 
mailed by Kroll. This will ensure that the appropriate parties will receive the Bar Date Notice 
Package, which will include (i) the Bar Date Notice and (ii) a Claim Form. 

36. To the extent that Kroll requires any assistance with the preparation and 
mailing, the Debtors request that Kroll be authorized to employ and pay necessary service 
providers, subject to prior approval from the Debtors, and to obtain retmbursement from the 
Debtors for any such payments on the same terms applicable to its direct services. The Debtors 
further request that Kroll be authorized to take such other actions as may be necessary to ensure 
timely preparation and mailing of the Bar Date Notice Package. 

G. Filing Proofs of Claim Against Multiple Debtors 

SH. The Debtors propose that all Entities asserting claims against more than one 
Debtor be required to file a separate Proof of Claim for a Prepetition Claim or a 503(b)(9) Claim, 
as applicable, with respect to each such Debtor. If Entities were permitted to assert claims against 
more than one Debtor in a single Proof of Claim with respect to a Prepetition Claim or a 503(b)(9) 
Claim, as applicable, Kroll may have difficulty maintaining separate claim registers for each 


Debtor and all named Debtors would be required to object to a Proof of Claim for a Prepetition 
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Claim or a 503(b)(9) Claim, as applicable, that may be applicable to only one of the named 
Debtors. Likewise, Entities should be required to identify on each Proof of Claim for a Prepetition 
Claim or a 503(b)(9) Claim, as applicable, the particular Debtor against which their claim is 
asserted. Requiring Entities to identify the Debtor against which a claim is asserted will greatly 
expedite the Debtors’ review of Proofs of Claim for Prepetition Claims or a 503(b)(9) Claims in 
these cases. This requirement will not be unduly burdensome on claimants because such Entities 
will know or should know the identity of the Debtor against which they are asserting a claim. Any 
claim that fails to identify a Debtor shall be deemed as filed only against Genesis Global Capital, 
LLC. If more than one Debtor is listed on the form, the Proof of Claim will be treated as filed only 
against the first-listed Debtor. 
H. Publication of Notice 
38. The extensive nature of the Debtors’ businesses creates the potential for the 
existence of claims against the Debtors of which the Debtors are unaware. Such unknown potential 
claims may include, for example, claims of former employees, and claims that, for various reasons, 
are not recorded on the Debtors’ books and records. Accordingly, the Debtors believe that it is 
necessary to provide notice of the Bar Dates to Entities whose names and addresses are unknown 
to the Debtors and, in addition, that it is advisable to provide supplemental notice to known holders 
of claims. Therefore, pursuant to Bankruptcy Rule 2002(/),'4 the Debtors request authority to 
publish notice of the Bar Dates substantially in the form annexed as Exhibit C hereto (the 


“Publication Notice”) in the [The New York Times and USA Today], as soon as practicable 


Mt Bankruptcy Rule 2002(/) provides that “[t]he court may order notice by publication if it finds that notice by 


mail is impracticable or that it is desirable to supplement the notice.” 
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following entry of the Proposed Order, but in any event no later than twenty-eight days prior to 
the General Bar Date. 

39. The Publication Notice will include an internet website that potential 
creditors may visit to obtain copies of the Claim Forms and information concerning the procedures 
for filing Proofs of Claim for a Prepetition Claim or a 503(b)(9) Claim. 

40. The Debtors request that the Court find that the Debtors’ proposed 
procedures regarding the Publication Notice will provide good, adequate and sufficient publication 
notice of the Bar Dates.

4l. The Debtors have provided notice of this Application in accordance with 

the procedures set forth in the Case Management Procedures. The Debtors submit that, in light 


of the nature of the relief requested, no other or further notice need be provided.

GGC engaged in borrowing activities with certain Gemini Trust Company, LLC 
(“Gemini”) users that elected to provide loans to GGC (the “Gemini Earn Program’). Through 
the Gemini Earn Program, a subset of Gemini’s users (each a “Gemini Lender”) agreed to lend 
certain of their digital assets at Gemini to GGC (the “Gemini Borrowings’) in exchange for the 
return of such digital assets upon request or at the expiration of a specified period and the 
payment by GGC of a fixed loan fee. Under the terms of the relevant master loan agreements 
(“Gemini MLA”) between GGC, Gemini, and each Gemini Lender, the Gemini Lenders 
appointed Gemini to act as agent in connection with the Gemini Borrowings.

(b) Rejection Bar Date: Pursuant to the Bar Date Order, any person or 
entity that has a Prepetition Claim against any of the Debtors arising out 
of the rejection of executory contracts and unexpired leases pursuant to 
section 365 of the Bankruptcy Code that becomes effective after the entry 
of the Bar Date Order must submit a Proof of Claim on or before the later

Master Claim’). Gemini will file the Gemini Master Claim on or before the General Bar Date 
against GGC and/or any other Debtor that Gemini determines may have liability to the Gemini 
Lenders arising from the Gemini Borrowings. 


If you are a Gemini Lender, you do not have to file claim against GGC or any other Debtor 
in connection with your Gemini Borrowings in the Gemini Earn Program to preserve your 
right to receive a possible distribution in the Chapter 11 Cases.

electronic mail no later than ten days prior to the earliest of the Bar Dates. Gemini shall not be 
required or otherwise obligated to serve the Bar Date Notice Package or any other notice of the 


Bar Dates, other than the Gemini Bar Date Notice, on any Gemini Lender. Gemini is further 
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authorized and directed to serve Notice of the Amended Schedule Bar Date (as defined herein), if 
necessary, on the Gemini Lenders in the same manner of service as the Gemini Bar Date Notice 
described in the Application. 

13. The Debtors may, in their discretion, but shall not be required to, serve the 
Bar Date Notice on certain Entities that are not Bar Date Notice Parties with which, prior to the 
Petition Date, the Debtors had done business or that may have asserted a claim against the Debtors 
in the recent past. 

14. Supplemental Mailings of Bar Date Notice Packages. After the initial 
service of the Bar Date Notice Packages, the Debtors may, in their discretion, make supplemental 
mailings of the Bar Date Notice Packages, including in the event that (i) Bar Date Notice Packages 
are returned by the post office with forwarding addresses, necessitating a remailing to the new 
addresses, (11) notices served by e-mail are confirmed to be undeliverable, (iii) certain parties acting 
on behalf of parties in interest fail to pass along Bar Date Notice Packages to such parties and 
instead return their names and addresses to the Debtors for direct mailing, or (iv) additional 
potential claimants become known to the Debtors. For holders of claims receiving such 
supplemental mailings, except for entities that are exempt from complying with the applicable Bar 
Dates set forth in this Order, the deadline to file Proofs of Claim, if necessary, shall be the later of 
(a) the applicable Bar Date, or (b) 5:00 p.m. (prevailing Eastern Time) on the date that is thirty- 
five (35) days from service of the supplemental mailing of the Bar Date Notice Packages (or 
another time period as may be fixed by the Court). 

15. Actual Notice of Amended Schedule Bar Date. If and when the Debtors 
amend their Schedules to reduce the undisputed, noncontingent and liquidated amount, to change 


the nature or classification of a Prepetition Claim, or to add a claim to the Schedules, the Debtors 
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shall provide notice of any such amended or added claim, substantially in the form of Exhibit D to 
the Application (the “Notice of Amended Schedules”), to the affected claimant by serving the 
affected claimant with the Notice of Amended Schedules by first class mail and thereafter filing 
with the Court a certificate of such service. The date by which creditors holding claims that may 
be amended by the Debtors in their Schedules must file a Proof of Claim or amend their previously 
filed Proof of Claim (the “Amended Schedule Bar Date’’) shall be the later of (1) General Bar Date 
and (11) thirty-five (35) days after the date that notice of the amendment is served on the affected 
claimant. The Notice of Amended Schedules shall include information regarding the Amended 
Schedule Bar Date and how to file a Proof of Claim or amend an existing Proof of Claim. 

16. Assistance of Claims Agent. Kroll Restructuring Administration (“Kroll”), 
the claims agent appointed in these cases, is authorized to facilitate and coordinate the claims 
reconciliation and bar date notice functions, including the mailing of the Bar Date Notice 
Packages. To the extent that Kroll requires any assistance with the preparation and mailing of the 
Bar Date Notice Package, Kroll is authorized to employ and pay necessary service providers, 
subject to prior approval from the Debtors, and to obtain reimbursement from the Debtors for any 
such payments on the same terms applicable to its direct services. Kroll is further authorized to 
take such other actions as may be necessary to ensure timely preparation and mailing of the Bar 
Date Notice Package. 

17. Publication Notice. The Debtors shall cause the Publication Notice, 


substantially in the form attached to the Application as Exhibit C, to be published in the [The New 


York Times and USA Today] as soon as practicable after entry of this Order but in any event no 
later than twenty-eight (28) days prior to the earliest of the Bar Dates, which publication is hereby 


approved and shall be deemed good, adequate and sufficient publication notice of the Bar Dates.

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18. Reservation of Rights. The Debtors and any party in interest retain and 
hereby reserve the right to (i) dispute, and/or assert offsets or defenses against, any Prepetition 
Claim or 503(b)(9) Claim and (11) object to any Prepetition Claim, whether scheduled or filed, and 
any 503(b)(9) Claim, on any grounds. 

19. The Debtors are authorized and empowered to take such steps and perform 
such actions as may be necessary to implement and effectuate the terms of this Order, including 
without limitation payment of costs incurred in connection with the process of noticing the Bar 
Dates. 

20. The terms and conditions of this Order shall be immediately effective and 
enforceable upon its entry. 

21. This Court shall retain jurisdiction with respect to any matters, claims, 
rights or disputes arising from or related to the Application or the implementation, interpretation 


or enforcement of this Order.
